Applicants' response in paper no. 3 is acknowledged. The declaration is illegible.

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

(A) a method of treating hypertension and (B) a method of reducing serum lipase 



activity. Each of the species encompassed by the claimed invention represent 
patentably distinct subject matter. In the instant case, those species each involve 
different diseases and areas of medical technology and/or disorders having separate 
fields of search. Therefore, these species involve different patentability issues. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, methods of treating are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
